1. Claims 1-19 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Examiner has reviewed and considered all the prior art submitted by the 

applicant on May 9, 2003 (paper No. 23). None of theses references teaches the . 
claimed invention. 

The closest prior art of Bauer (U. S. Patent 5,870,759) teaches a database 
synchronizer synchronizes the data in a central database for a particular client with the 
data on that clients intermittently-connected computer. 

In regarding to independent claims 1 and 2, Bauer taken either individually or in 
combination with other prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the first computer 
making a choice of a proposed synchronization mode from among the plurality of 
synchronization modes, and transmitting to the second computer a notification of the 
proposed synchronization mode and at least one operation operative on a record stored 
in the second database.
